Society President Todd 
Ducharme rejected this 
argument. 

"The residence represen- 
tative will be elected only by 
people living in residence. We 
can feel assured that when 
these people vote for their 
representative they'll be a lot 
more careful than when they 
vote for Arts rep or president. 

"The job of Council is to deal 
with those problems that effect 
a students' life. The addition of 
a residence representative 
could help us fulfill our man- 
date by doing that," he said. 

The motion passed by a vote 
of fifteen to four. 

The autonomy proposal was 
not as warmly received. Council 
recognized the need for Dally 
autonomy, however, It voted 
against the Autonomy Com- 
mittee's (AC) recommendation 
that the Publication Society’s 
Board of Directors be com- 
posed of five Dally staffers and 
four student members-at-iarge. 

Ducharme told the Council 
that there were ample checks 
on the Board’s operations, and 
that the Daily couldn’t ram 
anything it wanted past the 
Board. 

"I agree with the five-four 
split. Fifty per cent approval by 
the members-at-large is 
required to get certain motions 
passed," he said.

Body Snatchers, which will be 
shown at McGill this evening, 
become popular for reasons 
other than those originally 
intended by the director. In 
Body Snatchers, the earth Is 
invaded by human duplicates 
which kill off the real people 
and take over society. The 
difference between the 
humans and the invaders is 
the lack of emotion and 
sensibility In the aliens. A 
product of the Cold War, Body 
Snatchers expresses the fear 
of personality perversion and , 
brain-washing. The aliens can 
be seen as a metaphor for the 
Red Menace, changing 
“normal" people into inhuman 
machines. Such a message 
bears little relation to the 
film’s present popularity. It is 
now seen as fun, if hokey, 
science fiction. Believability is 
not a major factor in the 
attraction of cult films. 



Some cult movies, however, 
do carry a message that 
continues to ntove audiences. 
In King of Hearts, Alan Bates 
plays a soldier who happens 
upon an evacuated village, 
now inhabited only by the 
inmates of the town’s insane 
asylum. When his regiment 
returns, Bates must decide 
whether to opt for the "sane" 
reality of war and destruction, 
or retreat back to the asylum 
with his new friends. 

The Man Who Fell to Earth, 
the last film in the McGill 
series, can attribute its cult 
status largely to the presence 
of rock star Daid Bowie in the 
starring role. This film is Body 
Snatchers in’reverse; the 
crassness and materialism of 
contemporary society revealed 
through the eyes of an alien. 
The director, Nicholas Roeg, 
manages to utilize a rather 
bizarre sci-fi plot to reveal a 
great deal about good old 
American greed. 

The reasons why a film 
attracts a cult following are 
often inexplicable. Cult films 
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are not usually consciously 
created. (Russ Meyer's 
“Beyond the Valley of the 
Dolls" is a possible 
exception). Tflese films 
become popular because of 
their stars, or their 
soundtracks, or some 
indefinable quality not 
necessarily related to artistic 
merit. Some of these films are 
simply good movies. With 
others, the attraction stems 
possibly from the fact that 
they require little insight or 
even attentiveness on the part 
of the viewer to be enjoyable.

gives oil bursts of energy which 
disrupt living tissue. In many 
cases, exposure to radioac- 
tivity causes cancer. 

“There is no such scientific 
thing as a ‘safe’ dose of 
radioactivity," said Edwards. 

Radioactive waste is a 
product of nuclear fission in the 
nuclear bomb and reactor, 
explained Edwards. One atom 
of uranium 235 is bombarded 
with neutrons until it becomes 
supercritical (reduced to a 
smaller size). The more 
supercritical it becomes, the 
bigger the blast that occurs. 

When uranium 235 is split, 
the broken pieces create new 
fission by-products. All of these 
products are toxic and reactive. 

"Nuclear reactors use fission 
in a slow, controlled manner. In 
its most basic sense a nuclear 
reactor is a very sophisticated 
means of boiling water," said

"In one year a reactor 
produces 1000 times the 
radioactive materials a bomb- 
testing does." 

"Nobody knows what to do 
with nuclear waste,” said 
Edwards. “It only emphasizes 
the point that nuclear power is 
very safe as long as nothing's 
alive." 

Edwards called the CANDU 
reactor a "very ingenious 
machine," and praised it from 
an engineering perspective. 

Its fuel can be removed by 
remote control, and its cooling 
system is made up of hundreds 
of small pipes. But if one of the 
pipes were to break there would 
be a disastrous nuclear ac- 
cident. 

“The Canadian government 
has steadfastly refused to open 
a national inquiry," said Ed- 
wards. "What we have is an 
industry and a government that 
have a siege mentality." 

He suggested that one way 
to counteract this mentality is 
to write to one's Member of 
Parliament. 

"Admittedly this Is an in- 
dividualistic and perhaps futile 
action," he said. 

"The most effective way to 
draw public attention to 
nuclear problems is to join our 
group or any other that is 
concerned with them."

The promulgation of 
marriage and land reform laws 
that followed the revolution 
tightened women’s grasp on 
emancipation. 

"For the first time, women 
saw their names used in public 
and put down in deeds," 
Alexander said. 

"For the first time, there was 
the concept of public owner- 
ship of land. Now, women are 
being paid for how much they 



work. This economic change is 
a great step forward for the 
equality of women. 

"As ownership came more 
into the hands of the people, 
profits were used for social 
services," she said. 

• One direct result was that 
"day care developed in a 
massive way." 

Québec’s day care services 
which, according to Alexander, 
is guaranteed for only 1-2% of 
those who qualify, pales in 
comparison to day care in 
China. She explained that 



access to day care centres is 
the right of all Chinese children 
and that "people know that 
their children are well-cared 
for." 

Despite the obstacles that 
Alexander feels Chinese 
women must still overcome, 
she praised their ac- 
complishments and said that 
"I’ve never seen such women in 
my life as the women in China." 

Alexander’s speech was 
sponsored by the Women’s 
Union as part of Women’s 
Week.
